. •• . • SET GOAL 

'.Dr. Kissinger^.- explained- that 
unless we -defin» for ^ ourselves 
wbtt we -understand by a peaceful 
and settled world no, amount -of 
conference can ease the world 
situation. No one has -yet agreed 
upon what sort of political agree- 
ment the West is trying to obtain. 
There is a tendency in status quo 
countries to stick with the fami- 
liar plan unless confronted with 
a crfsiji, at which point there is 
no' time for further discussion 
and any possibility for construc- 
tive action has been removed. He 
criticized the subject matter of 
foreign policy' debate for having 
the characteristics o£ a university 
sociology class. 

•DEADLOCKS 

Kissinger deplored the Amerl 
can policy of breaking every con- 
ference aeadlock with a new pro 
posai. He. said that it is better to 
overstate one's case in order to 
reach the agreement actually de- 
sired. Under present conditions 
there Is no possible incentive for 
other nations to accept the propo- 
sals put forth by the Umted 
States. 

Tlie requirements of the West's 
domestic policy ought ■ to impell 
tile government to produce a mo- 
derate programma in which we 
and the allies can believe. There 
fore it must be an unflexible plan. 
This is not to say that compromise 
\i bad, but rather that the West 
cannot • be expected to change 
their policy simply because the 
Soviet Union will not accept it. 
ADOPT POLICY 

Dr. Kissinger went on to say 
that the -West 'bas no m«aning{ui 
armament policy with' Which to 
uegotl'ate effeotively. Hé suggested 
that a programme of tocnnlcnl 
studies be adopted to find out what 
schemes contribute most to na- 
tional stability. He stated that 
there is no simple solution to so 
complex a problem. Tliis,' he re- 
marked, is contrary to'the impres- 
sion given by the candidates in

Individuals and Political Parties

In everything we do it Is heces' 
sary .tojbear in iiilnd tlie essential 
chafactefisties of an Individual' 
The life cf an individual reveals 
his social and political nature and 
his strongly persistent tendency 
to regard co-operation as funda- 
mental. Quite often people are 
spoken of as liberals, socialists, 
'conservatives, and so on, that 
there is a tendency to ovcrloolc 
the fact that these terms merely 
group together, on a broad basis, 
what are actually differing poli- 
tical views. Political views are 
not Just three in number — in 
fact there are as many views 
as there are individuals — but 
men do compromise' to form par- 
ties. 

What makes a man decide to 
join one party and not the others? 
What arc the party convictions on 
which men differ? 

To begin with, some people 
are by nature cautious and slow 
to advocate changes, while others 
are impulsive and eager for a 
change;, some fear the risk of 
far-rèaching and precipitate alte- 
rations, while others see no risk 
in precipitate action; some pay 
more attention than others to 
the past — they desire, lilte 
Burke, that any changes made 
in the 'Structure of the consti- 
tution or society should be In the 
style of the original building, 
while others would be prepared 
to risk building on an entirely 
new foundation. 

Similarly, men tend to differ 
widely in their conception of 
the function of the state, some 
being eminently collectivistic and 
others moderately, individualis- 
tic: these two proclivities are un-, 
doubtedly ; reflected in the re- 
commendation 'thëy make to the 
solution of any problem that may 
arise in the community. The for 
mer would say: "let Gorveni' 
ment . do it", while, thé Utter 
would, in the first place, encou 
rage the effective action, of the 
people themselves,- free of coiii' 
pulsion or any 'form of govern' 
mental regimentation. 



: If'is not very helpful to look 
for one single cause of why peo- 
ple are so inclined, for there 
are many. Some are psychological 
factors; some are a matter of 
heredity, upbringing . and educa- 
tion and experience.' Here, we 
bave one interesting example, 
Lord Beveridge, thé father^ and 
architect of - welfare state and 
government planning, was report- 
ed as saying recently that he had 
since discarded It as a mere 
illusion. iSconomic factors also 
play a part: wealth, birth, and 
privilege obviously make for con- 
servatism and lack of opportuni- 
ty and poverty urge in the op- 
posite direction. As an eminent 
scholar said, "The sense of supe- 
riority makes . men conservative; 
the sense of potential superiority 
makes them radical."
